OVERVIEW  STATEMENT 

The  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  is  committed  to  building  and  sustaining  a  modem, 
accessible,  accountable,  effective  and  efficient  justice  system  that  will  support  safe,  secure  and 
prosperous  communities  in  Ontario.  The  Ministry  has  five  key  core  businesses: 

•  prosecuting  cnme  and  preserving  public  order  and  personal  safety; 

•  supporting  victims  of  cnme  throughout  the  criminal  justice  system; 

•  providing  criminal,  civil  and  family  courts  and  related  justice  services  that  are  fair,  timely 
and  accessible; 

•  providing  decision-making  and  justice  support  services  to  vulnerable  people;  and 

•  providing  legal  advice  and  services  to  government. 

The  Ministry  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  justice  and  the  delivery  of  justice-related 
services  throughout  Ontario.  It  co-ordinates  the  administration  of  criminal,  civil  and  family 
court  services,  operating  a  network  of  more  than  250  court  offices  and  providing  courtroom  and 
judicial  support  services.  Through  Crown  attorneys,  the  Ministry  prosecutes  approximately 
500,000  charges  a  year.  Victims  receive  support  through  such  initiatives  as  the  Victim/Witness 
Assistance  Program  (V/WAP)  and  the  Victims  Crisis  Assistance  and  Referral  Services  (VCARS) 
program.  The  Ministry  also  provides  last-resort  decision-making  on  behalf  of  mentally  incapable 
people,  provides  legal  representation  for  children  and  funds  Legal  Aid  Ontario.  In  addition,  the 
Ministry  provides  expert  legal  services  to  government  ministries,  agencies,  boards  and 
commissions,  including  advice  to  the  government  on  constitutional  questions  and  civil  litigation 
conducted  on  behalf  of  the  Crown. 

As  an  advisory  agency,  the  Office  for  Victims  of  Crime  is  working  to  strengthen  victims’ 
services  by  consulting  with  victims  and  advising  government  on  ways  to  improve  services  to 
victims. 

The  Ministry  maintains  public  accountability  for  the  administration  of  the  Criminal  Injuries 
Compensation  Board,  the  Assessment  Review  Board,  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board,  Board  of 
Negotiation  and  the  Special  Investigations  Unit.  Decision-making  by  these  bodies  is 
independent  of  the  Ministry. 

The  Ministry  is  also  responsible  for  gaming  policy  in  Ontario.

The  Ministry  is  responsible  for  managing  the  administration  and  delivery  of  justice  services  to  all  communities  in 
Ontario.  The  Ministry  co-ordinates  the  administration  of  criminal,  civil  and  farmly  court  services,  operating  a 
network  of  more  than  250  court  offices  and  providing  courtroom  and  judicial  support  services.  The  Ministr\’ 
prosecutes  matters  under  the  federal  Criminal  Code  of  Canada,  the  Young  Offenders  Act.  and  the  provincial  statutes. 
The  Ministry  is  building  integrated  and  enhanced  serv'ices  to  victims  of  crime  by  providing  a  range  of  victim 
services  such  as  the  Victim/Wimess  Assistance  Program.  Other  programs  provided  by  the  Ministry  include  the 
Public  Guardian  and  Trustee,  the  Children's  Lawyer  and  Supervised  Access.  In  addition,  the  Ministry  provides 
expert  legal  services  to  government  ministries,  agencies,  boards  and  commissions,  including  advice  to  the 
government  on  constitutional  questions  and  civil  litigation  conducted  on  behalf  of  the  Crown.  The  Ministry  also 
provides  support  and  policy  direction  to  provincial  gaming  initiatives.  Agencies,  boards  and  commissions  that  are 
overseen  by  the  Ministry  include  the  Criminal  Injuries  Compensation  Board,  the  Office  for  Victims  of  Crime,  the 
Assessment  Review  Board,  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board  and  the  Ontario  Lottery  and  Gaming  Corporation.  The 
Ministry  also  funds  Legal  Aid  Ontario  and  administers  the  Special  Investigations  Unit.

The  Corporate  Services  Management  Division  provides  strategic  support  and  advice  to 
the  Ministry  in  the  areas  of  business  and  fiscal  planning,  human  resources,  research  and  analysis,  and  the  co¬ 
ordination  of  key  strategic  projects.  The  Division  also  delivers  shared  services  for  facilities  management.  Freedom 
of  Information  and  French  language  services  to  the  justice  sector  ministries  and  provides  service  management  for 
the  Management  Board  Secretariat-delivered  services  of  audit  and  business  support  functions  provided  by  the 
Shared  Services  Bureau.  Ministry  Administration  also  includes  the  Attorney  General's  Office,  the  Deputy  Attorney 
General's  Office,  the  Parliamentary  Assistant's  Office.  Policy  Branch  and  the  Communications  Branch.  Ministry

Accommodation  -  Lease  Costs 

This  area  of  Corporate  Services  Management  Division  oversees  rental  payments  for  3*^^  party 
leased  and  government  owned  space  occupied  by  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  and  the 
Ministry  of  Public  Safety  and  Security. 

In  1997-98  and  1998-99  the  Ontario  Realty  Corporation  (ORC)  implemented  Phase  I  and  Phase 
II  of  Charging  for  Accommodation  which  made  the  Ministry  responsible  for  all  3^^  party  leases 
and  the  rent  for  government  owned  facilities  in  which  it  occupied  space.  In  both  instances,  base 
funding  for  these  functions  was  transferred  to  the  Ministry  from  ORC. 

The  Ministry  has  consolidated  the  lease  funds,  previously  approved  for  various  initiatives  within 
the  Ministry,  in  the  central  lease  account.  This  consolidation  will  ensure  consistent  and  accurate 
reconciliation  of  lease  payments  and  will  streamline  administrative  processes.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  Special  Investigations  Unit’s  (SIU)  statutory  mandate  is  to  investigate  circumstances  of 
serious  injuries  and  deaths  that  result  from  incidents  involving  a  member  of  the  public  and  the 
police. 

The  Special  Investigation  Unit  is  the  only  provincial  body  with  this  authority.  The  Director  of  the 
SIU  must  decide  whether  or  not  to  lay  charges  after  a  comprehensive  review  of  the  evidence 
gathered  during  an  investigation. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  Special  Investigation  Unit  was  created  in  1990  with  the  proclamation  of  Section  1 13  of  the 
Police  Serx’ices  Act.  Prior  to  the  creation  of  the  SIU,  investigations  into  police  occurrences 
resulting  in  a  serious  injury  or  death  were  investigated  by  police.  Public  concern  with  respect  to 
police  accountability  led  to  the  creation  of  the  SIU  as  a  civilian  based  investigatory  body  that 
was  mandated  to  independently  investigate  such  occurrences. 

When  any  person  suffers  a  serious  injury  or  death  arising  out  of  an  occurrence  involving  a  police 
officer,  the  police  services  involved  must  notify  the  SIU  of  the  occurrence.  On  occasion 
members  of  the  public  or  the  media  inform  the  SIU  directly.  When  the  SIU  receives  notice  of  an 
occurrence,  the  Director  determines  if  the  incident  falls  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  SIU,  and/or 
if  it  is  necessary  under  the  circumstances  for  SIU  staff  to  investigate.  Once  investigators  have 
completed  their  investigation,  they  submit  an  investigative  brief  to  the  Director  of  the  SfU. 

Once  the  SIU  has  been  engaged.  Section  113  (9)  of  the  Police  Senices  Act  requires  that  the 
involved  police  service  shall  co-operate  fully  with  members  of  the  SIU  who  are  conducting  the 
investigation.  In  1998,  the  Honourable  George  Adams,  Q.C.  concluded  a  process  of  consultation 
with  interested  police  and  community  groups.  He  then  made  recommendations  to  the  Attorney 
General  that  were  aimed  at  addressing  problems  of  co-operation,  etc.  New  regulations  enacted  in 
January  1999  address  the  contentious  issues,  the  operations  of  the  SIU  and  the  co-operation 
required  of  police. 

The  Director  renders  a  decision  regarding  charges  and  reports  to  the  Attorney  General.  The  SIU 
then  issues  a  news  release  on  the  Director’s  decision.

•  responsible  for  representing  the  Crown  in  criminal  appeals  in  the  Court  of  Appeal  and  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  prosecutions  of  a  complex  nature  generally  involving  fraud,  as 
well  as  special  services  including  applications  for  authorizations,  extraditions  and  search 
warrants; 

•  responsible  for  developing  policy  recommendations  regarding  criminal  law  in  Canada  and 
provincial  quasi-criminal  law,  including  procedures  and  the  law  of  evidence; 

•  responsible  for  examining  and  establishing  policy  guidelines  for  the  conduct  of  prosecutions 
within  the  Province  of  Ontario;  and 

•  responsible  for  providing  legal  advice  to  the  Assistant  Deputy  Attorney  General  -  Criminal 
Law,  Deputy  Attorney  General  and  Attorney  General.

KEY  INITIATIVES 

The  Criminal  Law  Division  has  continued  to  build  upon  the  successes  of  past  initiatives  to 
improve  the  ongoing  business  of  the  Division  and  establish  effective  criminal  caseload 
management.  The  Division  also  works  with  cross  ministry  teams  to  ensure  that  victims  and 
witnesses  are  supported.  Our  achievements  of  the  past  fiscal  year,  both  overall  and  with  respect 
to  specific  initiatives,  are  being  continued,  enhanced  and  strengthened. 

Across  the  province,  an  accused  person  can  generally  get  a  trial  date  within  six  months.  That 
compares  with  1990  when  53%  of  Criminal  Code  charges  in  Ontario  had  been  before  the  courts 
longer  than  eight  months.  In  a  decision  named  Askov  [section  1 1(b)],  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada  had  ruled  that  this  was  an  unreasonable  length  of  time.  As  a  result,  more  than  50,000 
charges  were  thrown  out. 

Cases  Dismissed  Due  to  Delay 

Since  November  1996,  the  Criminal  Law  Division  has  been  collecting  Criminal  Code  and  Young 
Offenders  Act  related  information.  The  Ministry  is  on  track  to  meet  its  performance  target  of  40 
or  fewer  section  1 1(b)  applications  allowed.  In  the  first  9  months  of  2001-02  only  17  section 
1 1(b)  applications  were  allowed  across  Ontario.  The  Division’s  efforts  to  reduce  the  inventory  of 
charges  dismissed  due  to  unreasonable  delay  included:  increasing  the  number  of  pretrials  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  judiciary;  establishing  blitz  courts  in  areas  with  the  largest  number  of  cases; 
and,  following  the  recommendations  of  the  Criminal  Justice  Review,  implemented  new  program 
measures  including  one  which  requires  a  review  of  criminal  case  management  procedures  for 
every  jurisdiction  over  two  years. 

Criminal  Justice  Review 

The  Criminal  Justice  Review  Committee  was  a  combined  initiative  of  the  Ministry  of  the 
Attorney  General,  the  Superior  Court  of  Justice,  the  Ontario  Court  of  Justice  and  the  Ontario 
Criminal  Lawyers’  Association.  It  delivered  its  report  to  the  Heads  of  Court  (the  Chief  Justice  of 
Ontario,  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court,  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Ontario  Court  and  the 
Attorney  General).  The  Heads  of  Court  expressed  agreement  in  principle  with  the 
recommendations  in  the  Report  and  a  Heads  of  Court  working  group  is  implementing  the  Report.

Its  recommendations  will  increase  the  efficiency  of  Ontario’s  criminal  courts,  thereby 
strengthening  community  safety  and  supporting  the  nghts  of  crime  victims  while  maintaining 
fairness  for  the  accused.  The  recommendations  reflect  three  themes;  the  development  of ‘best 
practices’  based  upon  successful  local  initiatives;  greater  co-ordination  among  the  participants  in 
the  criminal  justice  system;  and  enhanced  use  of  technology  to  promote  the  fair  and  expeditious 
disposition  of  criminal  cases.  The  Review  proposes  a  number  of  improvements  to  further  reduce 
the  time  it  takes  cases  to  get  to  trial  across  the  province,  resulting  in  even  fewer  applications  for 
charges  to  be  dismissed  because  of  unreasonable  delay. 

Victims  and  witnesses  are  receiving  improved  service  as  a  result  of  sufficient  interview  and 
preparation  time  afforded  to  all  Crown  attorneys.  The  Ministry  is  attempting  to  provide 
consistent  support  to  victims  throughout  all  stages  of  the  criminal  justice  system  and  ensure  that 
victims  are  communicated  with  and  provided  information  about  their  case  as  it  proceeds  through 
the  system.  This  is  being  facilitated  by  providing  eligible  Crown  attorneys  one  scheduled  day  of 
interview  time  for  every  four  days  in  court. 

Other  recommendations  that  have  already  been  addressed  or  that  are  in  the  process  of 
implementation  include  the  creation  of  local  criminal  justice  co-ordinating  committees  and 
specialized  courts,  such  as  domestic  violence  courts  and  the  consolidated  mental  health  court  at 
Toronto’s  Old  City  Hall. 

Justice  Summit 

In  spring  2002,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  and  with  the  , 
involvement  of  the  Heads  of  Court,  a  Justice  Summit  was  convened  involving  multiple 
stakeholders  including  the  Criminal  Lawyers’  Association  and  Legal  Aid  Ontario.  The  group  is 
examining  refinements  in  three  areas:  bail  courts,  making  court  appearances  more  meaningful, 
and  improving  scheduling  and  utilization  of  court  time. 

A  separate,  but  allied,  initiative  is  also  in  place  to  deal  with  backlog  in  Family  court. 

DNA 

The  federal  DNA  Identification  Act  came  into  effect  on  June  30,  2000  and  established  a  national 
data  bank,  which  is  maintained  by  the  RCMP.  The  new  Act  authorizes  judges  to  order  offenders 
convicted  of  designated  Criminal  Code  offences  to  provide  samples  for  DNA  analysis.  The  data 
bank  has  a  crime  scene  index  that  contains  DNA  profiles  from  unsolved  crime  scenes,  and  a 
convicted  offender’s  index,  which  contains  DNA  profiles  taken  from  certain  convicted  offenders. 
Profiles  from  the  crime  scene  index  and  the  convicted  offenders  index  are  compared  to  find  a 
match  in  the  system. 
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Only  offenders  who  are  found  guilty  of  either  a  primary  or  secondary  offence  in  s. 487. 04  of  the 
Criminal  Code  of  Canada  are  eligible  for  DNA  data  banking.  Pnmary  offences 
include  homicides,  most  sexual  offences,  serious  assaults  and  kidnapping.  Secondary  offences 
include  child  pornography,  assault,  criminal  negligence,  robbery,  and  break  and  enter. 

Criminal  Law  Division  is  responsible  for  completing  applications  for  DNA  data  banking  in  an 
effective  and  timely  manner.  This  legislation  has  had  a  significant  impact  on  Crown  attorney 
resources  at  the  trial  and  appellate  stages. 

For  prospective  offenders  (convicted  after  proclamation),  the  court  issues  an  order  for  DNA  data 
banking  for  primary  offences  unless  the  offender  establishes  that  the  impact  of  his  or  her  privacy 
and  security  will  be  grossly  disproportionate  to  the  public  interest  in  the  protection  of  society  and 
the  proper  administration  of  justice.  Crown  attorneys  should  seek  an  order  for  secondary 
offences  where  the  circumstances  of  the  offence  or  offender  disclose  a  reasonable  possibility  that 
the  offender:  poses  a  risk  to  others  in  the  community  or  will  re-offend;  or  has  committed  serious 
offences  in  the  past  for  which  he  or  she  has  not  been  apprehended.  For  retrospective  offenders 
who  committed  their  offences  before  proclamation  and  were  convicted  after.  Crown  attorneys 
must  determine  whether  they  should  make  the  application  for  primary  and  secondary  offences. 

In  June  2000,  Criminal  Law  Division  established  a  DNA  retroactive  team,  which  has  been 
prioritizing  applications  based  on  warrant  expiry  date  and  release  in  the  community.  Crown 
attorneys  are  making  applications  for  samples  to  be  taken  retroactively  from  serious  offenders 
who  are  currently  serving  sentences  (including  those  who  are  on  parole  or  other  forms  of  release) 
under  the  following  circumstances;  when  an  offender  has  been  declared  a  "dangerous  offender" 
under  the  Criminal  Code',  when  an  offender  has  been  convicted  of  more  than  one  sexual  offence, 
and  is  currently  serving  a  term  of  incarceration  of  two  years  or  more  (this  includes  those 
offenders  who  are  serving  the  remainder  of  their  sentence  in  the  community  on  conditional 
release);  and  when  an  offender  has  been  convicted  of  more  than  one  murder  committed  at 
different  times.  The  province  has  approximately  650  retroactive  cases;  only  29%  remain  to  be 
processed.  It  is  expected  that  all  retroactive  applications  will  be  completed  in  2002/03.

Youth  Justice  Committees 

To  increase  community  and  victim  involvement  in  dealing  effectively  with  minor,  first-time 
young  offenders,  six  pilot  Youth  Justice  Committees  (YJC)  were  established  in  Bame,  Cornwall. 
Kitchener,  Ottawa,  Port  Colbome  and  Scarborough.  The  program  has  been  expanded  to  an 
additional  12  locations  in  the  province. 

Implementation  of  the  new  programs  is  underway.  Information  kits  have  been  developed  for 
YOC  Steering  Committees  (made  up  of  Crowns,  police,  probation.  Legal  Aid  Ontario  and  victim 
services  and  defence  counsel  representatives)  and  for  agencies  providing  the  administrative 
support  to  the  local  programs. 

Integrated  Justice  Project 

Representatives  from  the  Integrated  Justice  Project,  Crown  and  Police  Teams  are  working  with 
the  London  Police  Services  Representatives  on  the  requirements  for  the  electronic  Crown  Brief 
Exchange.  The  work  on  this  first  exchange  consists  of  an  electronic  Crown  Brief  for  property 
offences,  including  three  electronic  documents  that  the  Crown  application  is  dependent  on  for 
data:  the  Information,  Witness  List  and  Crown  Bnef  Cover.  Development  work  should  be 
completed  and  tested  by  Spring  2003.  If  the  exchange  is  successful,  it  will  then  be  migrated  to  a 
Limited  Production  environment  in  the  London  Crown  attorney's  office.  Members  of  the  Project 
Team  are  working  with  the  Division  and  the  Ministry  in  developing  the  deployment  plan  for 
London. 

National  Flag  System  for  High  Risk  Offenders 

Crown  attorneys  are  improving  public  safety  by  flagging  all  high-risk  offenders  in  one 
coordinated  and  integrated  information  system  in  the  Criminal  Law  Division’s  database.  This  is 
part  of  a  national  program  which  ensures  that  law  enforcement  officials  in  Ontario  and  the  rest  of 
the  country  have  information  on  high-risk  offenders  and  are  aware  of  the  degree  of  their  offence. 
The  database  includes  the  following  mandatory  provincial  requirements:  all  dangerous  offender 
applications;  all  long-term  offender  applications;  and  serious  personal  injury  court  applications  at 
the  end  of  sentence. 

Domestic  Violence  Programs 

Working  with  Victim  Services,  Criminal  Law  Division  provides  Crown  Attorneys  to  support  the 
Domestic  Violence  Courts.

SUB-ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

As  provided  for  by  law,  the  Office  of  the  Children’s  Lawyer  investigates,  advocates,  protects  and 
represents  the  personal  and  property  rights  and  obligations  of  children,  in  proceedings  before  the 
courts  and  tribunals  of  Ontario. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  Children’s  Lawyer  provides  legal  services  pnmarily  for  children  under  sections  89  (3)  and 
1 12  of  the  Courts  of  Justice  Act,  the  Rules  of  the  Courts,  section  38  of  the  Child  and  Family 
Serx’ices  Act  and  the  parens  patriae  (the  responsibility  to  act  on  behalf  of  those  people  who 
cannot  take  care  of  themselves)  jurisdiction  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Justice. 

Custody/Access  Cases 

The  Office  has  established  criteria  for  accepting  cases  requiring  legal  representation  and/or  a 
social  work  report  of  the  Children’s  Lawyer  in  accordance  with  sections  89  and  1 12  of  the 
Courts  of  Justice  Act.  For  example,  child’s  counsel  is  appointed  by  the  Children’s  Lawyer  only 
in  those  disputes  where  representation  for  the  child  will  contribute  meaningfully  to  the  resolution 
of  the  matter  and/or  protect  the  child’s  interest  in  the  proceedings.  Subject  to  regional  and  local 
availability,  the  party  may  be  advised  to  avail  themselves  of  alternate  resources,  such  as 
assessment  or  mediation. 

The  Office  becomes  involved  in  a  case  where  there  is  litigation  concerning  custody  of  and/or 
access  to  the  child  under  the  Divorce  Act  or  the  Children  ’s  Law  Reform  Act.  The  nature  of 
investigation  depends  on  the  circumstances  governing  the  case  and  the  availability  of  resources 
within  the  community.  Strong  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  use  of  dispute  resolution  techniques. 

Child  Protection  Cases 

The  Children’s  Lawyer  acts  as  counsel  for  children  in  need  of  protection  under  court  order 
authorized  in  section  38  of  the  Child  and  Family  Services  Act.  The  Children’s  Lawyer  also  acts 
as  counsel  for  children  before  tribunals  (e.g.  Criminal  Injuries  Compensation  Board,  and  Child 
and  Family  Services  Review  Board).

•  verification:  information  is  collected  from  the  accused  person  and  then  verified  to  help  the

The 
program  monitors  the  accused  person  for  compliance  with  the  bail  order  and  the  return  to 
court  on  the  scheduled  trial  date.

The  Victims  of  Abuse  in  Provincial  Institutions  Program  was  responsible  for  the  implementation 
of  settlement  agreements  for  St.  John’s,  St.  Joseph’s  and  Grandview  Training  Schools.

SUB-ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  Assessment  Review  Board  (ARB)  is  an  independent  adjudicative  tribunal.  The  main 
function  of  ARB  is  to  provide  persons  in  Ontario  (including  corporations,  legal  representatives  of 
a  person,  municipalities  and  school  boards)  with  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  if  they  believe  there 
is  an  error  in  their  assessed  property  value  or  school  support  designation.  ARB’s  role  is  to 
ensure  that  properties  are  assessed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Assessment  Act.  The 
ARB  draws  its  jurisdiction  from  the  Assessment  Act  and  the  Municipal  Act.  The  ARB  is  the  sole 
tribunal  for  all  assessment  appeals. 

SUB-ACTIVITY  STATISTICAL  DATA 

•  As  of  March  31,  2002,  the  ARB  had  a  caseload  of  85,000  assessment  complaints  (appeals). 

•  The  composition  of  this  caseload  is  as  follows: 

•  37,000  complaints  dating  from  pre-2002  tax  year 

•  39,000  deemed  complaints  from  2001  tax  year  &  prior 

•  8,800  new  complaints  filed  for  the  2002  tax  year 

•  The  disposition  of  this  caseload  is  as  follows; 

•  4,000  have  been  resolved  and  a  decision  issued 

•  81,000  remain  as  complaints  to  be  scheduled  for  a  pre-hearing  or  hearing,  or  on  hold  due 
to  pending  court  decisions,  referrals  to  other  tribunals  for  hearings,  or  pending  motion 
hearings. 

•  The  profile  of  the  2002  complaints  is  53%  residential  and  47%  non-residential. 

KEY  INITIATIVES 

Complaints  Resolution 

•  Waiting  time  for  hearings  has  considerably  decreased  over  the  last  two  years.  Internal 
performance  standards  with  respect  to  cases  were  developed  and  first  put  in  place  for  the 
2001  taxation  year. 

•  For  the  2001  taxation  year,  the  wait  time  for  scheduling  complaints  into  hearings  was 
significantly  reduced. 

•  80%  of  residential  complaints  were  scheduled  within  the  2001  calendar.

•  For  non-residential  complaints,  the  Board  scheduled  according  to  assessor  capacity,  parties’ 
availability,  and  availability  of  hearing  rooms  within  the  fiscal  year. 

•  The  data  entry  and  processing  of  complaints  into  the  ARB  case  management  system  is  24  to 
48  hours  upon  receipt  of  the  complaint.  As  the  Board  receives  80%  of  the  year’s  complaints 
within  the  last  2  weeks  of  the  filing  period,  the  processing  time  has  been  confined  to  within  6 
weeks  after  the  filing  deadline. 

•  The  processing  of  written  reasons  occurs  within  30  days  after  receipt  of  the  reasons  from  the 
members. 

•  The  Board  schedules  complaints  into  hearings,  providing  30  to  60  days  notice  to  parties  to 
allow  adequate  preparation  time. 

•  The  ARB  will  employ  a  strategic  case  management  approach  to  complaints  disposition  in 
2002-03,  to  resolve  as  much  of  the  caseload  as  possible  before  the  new  intake  of  assessment 
complaints  occurs  with  the  November  assessment  notices  to  property  owners  from  the 
Municipal  Property  Assessment  Corporation. 

•  For  the  2001  taxation  year,  the  ARB  updated  its  website  and  provided  an  internet  service  for 
property  owners  to  e-file  their  property  assessment  complaints.  The  ARB  received 
approximately  12,000  e-filed  complaints  in  2001  and  in  2002  there  were  2,900  complaints  e- 
filed  (that  is,  approximately  33%  of  the  total  number  of  complaints  filed  for  2002). 

•  The  E-status  feature  of  the  ARB  website,  which  provides  property  owners  with  up-to-date 
status  information  on  their  complaints,  receives  2,000  to  4,000  inquiries  per  month. 

•  External  factors,  which  are  not  within  the  control  of  ARB,  impact  on  the  ARB’s  ability  to 
clear  the  caseload.  These  factors  include  the  availability  of  assessors  from  the  Municipal 
Property  Assessment  Corporation,  legal  counsel,  tax  agents  and  hearing  rooms  at  local 
municipal  facilities. 

Administrative  Consolidation  of  the  Assessment  Review  Board  with  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board 

(0MB)  and  Board  of  Negotiation  (BON) 

•  These  three  tribunals  are  currently  looking  into  the  possibility  of  co-location  as  they  share 
many  administrative  resources.

SUB-ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  Ontario  Municipal  Board  (0MB)  is  an  independent,  quasi-judicial  administrative  tribunal. 

Its  principal  responsibility  is  to  resolve  disputes  from  decisions  made  by  Ontario  municipalities 
and  other  decision-makers  and  to  provide  a  decision,  typically  through  mediations  or  heanngs. 
Most  applications  and  appeals  to  the  Board  involve  disputes  over  land  use  planning,  but  a 
significant  number  also  deal  with  land  compensation,  development  charges,  ward  boundanes  and 
aggregate  resources.  The  Board  is  affected  by  approximately  100  public  statutes  and  more  that 
80  private  statutes,  including  the  Planning  Act,  the  Expropriation  Act,  the  Development  Charges 
Act  and  the  Local  Improvement  Aet. 

The  Board  of  Negotiation  (BON)  acts  as  a  mediator  in  negotiating  a  settlement  when  real 
property  is  expropriated  and  no  agreement  is  reached  on  compensation.  The  property  owner  or 
the  expropriating  authority  can  request  the  services  of  the  Board. 

SUB-ACTIVITY  STATISTICAL  DATA 

•  The  OMB  has  a  caseload  of  approximately  2,000  cases  covering  official  plans,  zoning  by¬ 
laws,  plans  of  subdivision,  consents  to  sever  land,  minor  variances,  development  charges, 
aggregate  licences  and  compensation  for  lands  expropriated  under  the  Expropriations  Act. 

•  While  there  have  been  no  new  assessment  cases  since  1997,  there  are  approximately  199 
outstanding  assessment  cases  at  the  OMB.  A  number  of  these  cases  were  on  hold  awaiting 
decisions  of  the  court  and  have  now  proceeded  into  scheduling  of  hearings.  The  resolution  of 
the  majority  of  these  cases  is  expected  to  be  complete  by  the  end  of  Fiscal  year  2002/03. 

•  Waiting  time  for  hearings  has  decreased  considerably  over  the  last  five  years.  Performance 
measures  with  respect  to  cases  were  developed  and  first  put  in  place  in  1999.  After  the  first 
year  they  were  re-evaluated  and  the  measures  revised  for  subsequent  years.  The  Board  has 
increased  the  targets  from  the  initial  year  and  maintained  consistent  results. 

-  65%  of  all  cases  will  be  sent  for  scheduling  within  60  days  of  receipt  and  75%  within  120 
days  of  receipt.  For  2001/02  the  Board  achieved:  60%  of  cases  proceeded  to  scheduling 
within  60  days  and  73%  within  120  days. 

-  85%  of  all  cases  will  have  a  hearing  date  within  90  days  of  being  sent  for  scheduling  and 
95%  within  120  days.  For  2001/02  the  Board  achieved:  89%  of  cases  were  heard  within 
90  days  and  95%  within  120  days. 
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80%  of  all  decisions  to  be  issued  within  30  days  of  the  end  of  the  heanng  and  90%  to  be 
issued  within  90  days  of  the  hearing.  For  2001/02  the  Board  achieved:  75%  of  decisions 
were  issued  within  30  days  and  94%  within  120  days. 

•  The  complexity  of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board’s  planning  and  development  charge  caseload 
has  increased  over  the  last  few  years.  Municipal  amalgamations  and  the  new  Development 
Charges  Act  will  impact  future  workload  for  the  0MB  in  two  ways: 

1 .  Municipal  planning  approvals  in  the  years  immediately  following  amalgamation  will  be 
closely  monitored  by  the  residents  of  municipalities. 

2.  Once  amalgamated,  municipalities  will  begin  developing  new  Officials  Plans  and  zoning 
by-laws.  Within  three  years,  these  documents  will  start  to  be  passed  and  subject  to  the 
0MB  appeal  process. 

KEY  INITIATIVES  -  ARB/OMB/BON 

Adtninistrative  Consolidation  of  the  Assessment  Review  Board  (ARB)  with  the  Ontario  Municipal 
Board  (0MB)  and  Board  of  Negotiation  (BON) 

Until  recently,  the  tribunals  were  in  2  separate  ministries  (ARB  in  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney 
General  and  OMB/BON  in  the  Ministry  of  Municipal  Affairs  and  Housing),  operating  under 
separate  mandates  and  separate  ministerial  accountabilities.  In  November  2000,  the  0MB  and 
BON  were  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  as  a  further  step  in  consolidation 
as  proposed  by  the  Wood  Commission  in  1997. 

Since  February  1998,  the  three  agencies  have  continued  with  administrative  consolidation 
through  sharing  a  number  of  resources  including  a  cross-appointed  Chair,  three  cross-appointed 
Vice-Chairs,  a  joint  Chief  Executive  Officer  and  two  shared  legal  Counsel.  The  agencies  have 
been  sharing  best  practices  in  caseload  management,  case  management  systems,  training  and 
rules  of  practice. 

The  three  tribunals  are  located  in  leased  space  in  two  separate  buildings.  The  OMB/BON  are 
located  at  655  Bay  Street  and  the  ARB  is  located  at  250  Yonge  Street.  While  there  will  be 
opportunities  to  co-locate  once  the  respective  leases  are  up,  which  will  permit  shared  hearing 
rooms  and  save  on  office  space  for  shared  resources,  the  tribunals  are  looking  into  possibilities  of 
earlier  co-location.  To  improve  service  to  the  public,  the  Board  maintains  on  its  web  site  the  full 
text  of  all  decisions  issued  since  January  1,  2001.

It  will  help  Ontario  assist  victims,  take  the 
profit  out  of  unlawful  activity  and  disrupt  and  disable  corrupt  organizations.  This  legislation 
is  the  first  of  its  kind  in  Canada. 

•  The  proceeds  of  the  forfeitures  will  go  into  a  compensation  fund  that  will  be  accessible  to 
direct  victims  of  the  unlawful  activity. 

•  A  team  of  civil  lawyers,  investigators  and  forensic  accountants  is  being  created  to  implement 
the  Act. 

•  This  team  will  also  be  responsible  for  implementing  the  Prohibiting  Profiting  from 
Recounting  Crimes  Act  (Bill  69,  Literary  Proceeds),  which  was  passed  in  the  Legislature 
May  30'^  2002.

The  Assistant  Deputy  Minister  (ADM)  of  the  Court  Services  Division  has  overall  responsibility 
for  the  administration  of  Ontario  Courts.  The  ADM  reports  to  the  Deputy  Attorney  General, 
who  in  turn  reports  to  the  Attorney  General. 

The  Court  Services  Division  shares  responsibility  for  management  of  the  court  system  with  the 
judiciary.

KEY  INITIATIVES 

The  Ministry  is  continuing  its  program  of  updating,  rationalizing  and  consolidating  court 

facilities  to  provide  modem,  more  efficient  court  facilities  in  various  locations,  including  a 

number  of  major  projects  in  Brockville,  Chatham,  Owen  Sound  and  Pembroke. 

•  The  future  operating  costs  for  the  rent  components  of  the  leases  are  captured  in  the 
Ministry's  Accommodation  Plan  to  show  increases  and  decreases  in  rents.  However, 
there  may  be  minor  adjustments  required  to  the  Ministry’s  base  rent  depending  on  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  lease  for  each  site. 

Other  Major  Capital  initiatives: 

•  undertake  business  reviews  and  develop  partnership  opportunities  for  12  sites  for  a  new 
capital  envelope; 

•  develop  new  models  and  approaches  to  meet  the  Ontario  SuperBuild  Corporation  and 
Cabinet  Committee  on  Privatization  and  Superbuild  directions  on  partnerships  with  the 
private  and  broader  public  sectors;  and 

•  complete  the  constmction  at  2201  Finch  Avenue  to  address  the  forced  relocation  from  80 
The  East  Mall  resulting  from  the  presence  of  toxic  mould.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION: 

Victim  justice  services  in  the  ministries  of  the  Attorney  General  and  Solicitor  General  were 
amalgamated  in  a  Victim  Services  Division  within  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  effective 
April  1,  2001.  The  Division  provides  direct  services  to  the  public,  as  well  as  funding  to  non¬ 
profit  agencies  for  community-based  services.  It  creates  a  single  point  of  accountability  for 
province-wide  expansion  of  justice  services  for  victims  of  crime  and  supports  planning  and 
service  implementation. 

Community  Based  Victim  Services 

Victim  support  is  provided  through  counselling,  support  and  prevention  programs,  crisis  referral 
services  and  awareness  and  education  programs  directed  to  service  professionals  and  ministry 
staff. 

Funding,  mainly  in  the  form  of  transfer  payments,  is  provided  for  the  following  community- 
based  services;  33  Victim  Crisis  Assistance  &  Referral  Services  (VCARS);  33  Partner  Assault 
Response  (PAR)  programs;  SupportLink  and  34  Sexual  Assault/Rape  Crisis  Centres. 

Domestic  Violence  Work  Team 

The  Domestic  Violence  Work  Team  (DVWT)  was  established  within  MAG  to  co-ordinate  the 
Ontario  government’s  response  to  the  May/Iles  Coroner’s  Jury  recommendations  and  to  support 
the  work  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Domestic  Violence,  now  disbanded. 

The  DVWT  works  in  co-operation  with  several  ministries  to  implement  the  Government’s 
Domestic  Violence  Justice  Strategy.  The  strategy  includes  the  expansion  of  the  Domestic 
Violence  Court  Program,  implementation  of  the  Domestic  Violence  Protection  Act,  specialized 
training  for  justice  representatives,  and  the  advancement  of  domestic  violence  issues. 

Over  the  next  three  years,  the  DVWT  will  coordinate  the  implementation  of  the  Domestic 
Violence  Court  Program  at  37  court  sites.  By  March  2004,  Ontario  will  have  a  domestic 
violence  court  program  in  all  55  court  sites  in  the  province.

Office  for  Victims  of  Crime 

The  Office  for  Victims  of  Crime  became  an  advisory  agency  on  June  1 1,  2001,  when  the 
government  proclaimed  the  Victims  ’  Bill  of  Rights  Amendment  Act,  2000.  The  Office  is  to 
advise  the  Attorney  General  on; 

•  The  development,  implementation  and  maintenance  of  provincial  standards  for  services 
for  victims; 

•  Legislation  and  policy  on  the  treatment  of  victims  of  crime  and  on  the  prevention  of 
further  victimization; 

•  The  use  of  the  Victims’  Justice  Fund  to  provide  and  improve  services  for  victims  of 
cnme;  and 

•  Research  and  education  on  the  treatment  of  victims  of  crime  and  ways  to  prevent  further 
victimization. 

Ontario  Victim  Response  Team 

To  support  the  Government’s  commitment  to  assist  the  Ontario  victims  and  the  Ontario  families 
of  victims  of  the  events  of  September  1  the  Ministry  established  a  toll  free  help  line, 
consulted  with  the  Canadian  Consul  and  the  Coroner  on  the  best  methods  to  support  families 
attempting  to  locate  missing  relatives,  and  is  providing  financial  and  other  assistance  through  the 
Ontario  Emergency  Victim  Assistance  Program.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  Victim/ Witness  Assistance  Program  (V/WAP)  assists  victims/witnesses  as  they  proceed 
through  the  cnminal  justice  system.  This  program  provides  concrete  support  to  victims  as 
committed  to  in  the  Victims  '  Bill  of  Rights.  Priority  is  given  to  those  who  are  most  vulnerable: 
victims  of  domestic  violence,  child  abuse  victims,  victims  of  sexual  assault,  victims  of  historical 
abuse,  vulnerable  victims  with  special  needs,  elderly  victims  and  families  of  homicide  victims. 

These  victims  are  those  most  in  need,  require  continuing  and  consistent  support  throughout  the 
process,  have  usually  suffered  the  most  acute  trauma  and  will  likely  be  most  negatively  affected 
by  the  expenence  of  having  to  testify. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  program  currently  operates  in  39  jurisdictions  across  Ontario  providing  a  comprehensive 
service  to  victims  and  witnesses  of  crime.  The  program  enhances  their  understanding  of,  and 
participation  in,  the  criminal  justice  process,  and  refers  victims  to  community  organizations  for 
counselling  and  other  support  services.  The  program  also  provides  public  education,  community 
coordination  for  developing  services  for  victims  of  crime  and  recruitment  and  training  of 
volunteers. 

KEY  INITIATIVES 

The  program  is  part  of  the  Domestic  Violence  Justice  Strategy.  In  2002-03,  the  program  will 
expand  service  to  victims  in  new  domestic  violence  courts  and  begin  expansion  in  additional 
sites  across  the  province.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  Criminal  Injuries  Compensation  Board  (CICB)  is  a  quasi-judicial  administrative  tribunal 
that  administers  the  Compensation  for  Victims  of  Crime  Act.  In  addition  to  the  Chair,  there  is 
one  full-time  Vice-Chair,  one  part-time  Vice-Chair  and  17  part-time  board  members.  Board 
members  come  from  a  vanety  of  backgrounds  and  have  experience  in  the  areas  of  law,  police 
services,  victims’  issues,  therapeutic  counselling  and  adjudication.  CICB  awards  compensation 
to  victims  of  crimes  of  violence  and/or  their  dependants,  where  the  crime  occurred  in  Ontario. 
CICB  works  closely  with  police  services  to  obtain  information  in  relation  to  the  criminal 
incidents  reported  by  victims. 

CICB  determines  whether  an  individual  is  the  victim  of  a  crime  of  violence  at  an  oral  or 
documentary  hearing.  The  amount  of  an  award  is  then  assessed  based  on  the  information 
supplied  by  victims,  in  accordance  with  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  injuries  sustained. 
Compensation  may  be  awarded  for  pain  and  suffering,  expenses  reasonably  incurred  as  a  result 
of  an  injury  or  death  and  other  reasonable  expenses  related  to  the  crime  of  violence. 

CICB's  offices  are  in  Toronto,  but  hearings  are  held  on  a  regular  basis  at  locations  throughout  the 
province.  In  certain  cases  an  electronic  hearing  may  be  held,  with  the  alleged  offender  at  a 
remote  location. 

FUNCTIONS 

•  accepts  applications  from  persons  injured  in  Ontario  due  to  a  crime  of  violence.  Assists 
victims  by  referring  them  to  appropriate  social  agencies; 

•  provides  guidance  and  assistance  to  applicants  and  victims  in  preparing  their  claims  before 
they  are  heard  by  the  CICB; 

•  processes  claims  for  interim  compensation  prior  to  a  regular  CICB  hearing  and  processes 
claims  for  additional  compensation  due  to  a  change  in  circumstances,  after  an  award  has  been 
granted;  and 

•  undertakes  outreach  programs  to  make  CICB  more  accessible  to  victims  of  crimes  of 
violence. 

KEY  INITIATIVES 

•  maintain  minimal  waiting  period  for  scheduling  of  claims  that  are  ready  to  be  heard; 

•  increase  accessibility  for  applicants  by  adding  to  the  slate  of  hearing  sites; 

•  increase  efficiency  of  claims  processing  by  streamlining  the  administrative  functions; 

•  maintain  the  high  quality  of  service  provided.
